Oklahoma City, Aug. ll.—More than 
half of the school 
book 
publishing 
houses, which secured contracts from 
the state board of education in July, 
1912, have their books in Oklahoma 
ready to be placed on sale .at the 
opening of the school term in Septem­ 
ber, according to information obtain­ 
ed from authentic 
sources 
Sunday 
afternoon, all of which indicates that 
the action of Lieutenant Governor Mc 
Alester in signing the contracts is 
considered by the book companies as 
legal and binding. 
This action on the part of the book 
men, it also is said, will protect the 
Patrons of the schools from what 
seemed to be a rather complicated 
situation and one that threatened fi­ 
nancial loss. Without the 1912 con- 
tracts and adoptions it is believed 
that the people have no protection 
whatever, the state being without a 
contract with any publishing house 
since the termination of the 1908 con­ 
tracts which expired on the night of 
July 31, about the same time the 
governor crossed the state line on 
his recent visit to Kansas City. 
If the validity of the 1012 adoptions 
is eventually upheld the expense in­ 
curred by the purchase of any books, 
not included in the 1912 adoptions 
will be a complete financial loss to the 
purchaser, according to those fa­ 
miliar with the situation. 
The only adoptions made under the 
1908 contract that are in effect at 
present and will continue in effect, 
pending the litigation, is the primer, 
first, second and third reader, pulK 
lished by W. H. Wheeler and com­ 
pany of Chicago. These bocks, adopt­ 
ed in 1908 and readopted in 1912, are 
continued in full force 
and 
effect 
through the recent order of the su­ 
preme court. 
Nearly all of the books adopted in 
1912 are expected to be in the state 
ready for sale when the school term 
opens.

lower temperatures in these regions 
Thursday or Friday; warm weather 
during the week

and

temperatures in the first half of the 
week in the Great Lakes region, the 
Upper Ohio Valley and the Middle At­ 
lantic and New England States will 
be followed by warmer temperatures 
in these regions after Wednesday.

Fall Irish Potatoes. 
The greatest difficulty in growing 
fall or second crop Irish potatoes is 
securing a stand. One method which 
the writer knows of 
having 
been 
quite successful in a number of in­ 
stances is the “lazy bed.” 
Prepare a moist soil 
thoroughly. 
Open up a furrow with a breaking 
plow and plant the potatoes in the 
furrow and cover, making a second 
furrow in covering the first. 
After the 
planting is completed 
mulch the bed with straw. This will 
result in a cool, moist soil which is 
ideal for the sprouting of Irish pota­ 
toes. No subsequent cultivation will 
be necessary. This method 
is only 
adapted to small home patches.—D. 
C. Mooring, Department of Horticul­ 
ture and Botany, Oklahoma A. and M.

Oklahoma City, Aug. ll.—Petitions 
asking a referendum on the new elec­ 
tion law, recently passed by the leg­ 
islature, will be placed in circula­ 
tion throughout the state within the 
next week, according to information 
obtained Sunday night from apparent­ 
ly reliable sources. The petitions, it 
is said, are now in the hands of the 
printer and a certified copy probably 
will be filed with the secretary of 
state within the next day or two. 
The effect of this move, if carried 
out, will be to make the law inoper­ 
ative until after the next general elec­ 
tion at which time the petitions are 
said to ask that the question be re­ 
ferred. The ne wlaw does not car­ 
ry the emergency and will not become 
effective until October 3, which will 
be ninety days from the final ad­ 
journment of the extra session of the 
legislature, lf the required number 
of signatures are secured fo the pe­ 
tition by that time it will automati­ 
cally suspend the operation of the law 
until after the general election. 
The ne wlaw, which 
the

claim to be the “fairest” election law 
ever proposed in Oklahoma ana which 
received the support of a majority 
of the republican members oi both 
branches of the 
legislature 
makes 
Ned McDaniel, secretary of the sen­ 
ate and ex-officio secretery of the elec 
tion board to succeed Ben W. Riley, 
who now holds the position under ap ­ 
pointment by Governor Cruce. 
If the required number of signa­ 
tures are secured to rho petitioi Mr. 
Riley and all of the present members 
of the board continue in office until 
after the proposition has been voted 
on. 
When asked Sunday concerning the 
rumor that the law would be initiat­ 
ed Mr. McDaniel said: “I have heard 
that such a move was on 
foot 
but 
whether it is true or not I can’t say. 
I would not be surprised if the law 
is referred and I don’t think it will 
take the people long to understand 
who is behind the movement.”
